They 
are rich in gold lace and short jack- 
ets, and, the first time I saw them, I 
took them for Spanish Admirals or Bra- 
zilian staff-officers, so gorgeous were they 
in trimmings and general make-up.

Brigham consented, and wrote the desired rec- 
ommendation. Grare took it to the store, and 
obtained the signature of the manager to an 
agreement to shut-up shop on the memorable 
day; and he did not find it difficult to obtain the 
mpactares of the other leading business-men. 
Then he went to Camp Douglas, and persuaded 
the Commandant to give a general leave of ab- 
sence to all whose duties would not keep them 
in garrison on the grand day. Brigham mean- 
time sent to his railways, and ordered them to 
sell excursion-tickets that day for a single 
fare, and did several other things which 
brought fish to his net. The whole thing 
worked to a charm, and in all that region there 
was a general suspension of business, in order 
that the concert in which Brigham had a third 
interest should be well patronized. It was well 
* and Brigham took in nearly $900 as 
us share of the enterprise. But he afterwards 
declared that he would have done nothing of 
the kind if he had not been taken rather by 
surprise, and so did dot give sufficient thought 
to the matter. I don’t believe any concert- 
manager could ge there now and make any such 
terms with the Mormon chief. 

A CURIOUS SIGHT. 


One of the exhibits in Machinery Hall is 
made by a watch company, and shows the pro- 
cess of fabricating watches by machinery. There 
is constantly acrowd around the place, much 
larger than there would be if steam — — 
or some ponderous instrument of precision 
were being setup. Possibly a part of the at- 
traction is found in the young women 
engaged in the work, and to whose deft 
fingers the delicate machinery is intrusted. 
Watchmaking is a mysterious business to most 
— ee in fact, there is not one in five thou- 
sand who knows any more about it than does a 
rat about the forty-seventh proposition of 
Euclid. The watch-exhibits here, so far as the 
manufacture goes, are very good,—better than 
any at Vienna. Your Illinois company, the 
Elgin, has a very fine case, showing all the dif- 
ferent parts of a watch; and the only drawback 
about it is, that you need to bring along a mag- 
nifying-glass in order to see the things properly. 
A Massachusetts company also has a very good 
show; and altogether we have reason to feel 

roud of what American watchmakers are do- 
ng. What we yet want is a process for mak- 
ing and at the same time cheap watches, 
for the use of persons who cannot afford an ex- 
ave time-piece. Wecan compare favorably 
in the matter of high-priced watches; but, when 
it comes to a good watch for a few dollars, we 
are behind the times. Swiss makers will 
turn out watches in metal cases resembling 
silver or gold, winding at the stem, and sctting 
with the fingers, —-— fair time, and war- 
ranted for two years. These watches wholesale 
at 10 to 20 francs ($2 to $4), and retail at 20 to 
50 francs ($4 to $10). Who will be the Ameri- 
can to make such watches for this country! 
None of these are on exhibition here in any of 
the departments, and none, so far as I can re- 
member, were shown at Vienna. They do not 
seem to have come here yet; for all the very 
cheap watches I have ever heard of here are 
worthless, or nearly so. I have one in my 
pocket that I bought last winter in Algiers 
when my “swell” watch got out of order. It 
cost me 30 francs, looks like gold, winds at the 
stem, and is as steady as a respectable member 
It loses about three- 
fourths ef a minute daily, and has done so 
without variation since I bought it. I know its 
habits, and advance it three minutes ever 
fourth morning. Such a watch is greatly need- 
ed for the general public in this country. 

A FUNNY SCENE. 

There was a funny scene yesterday at the 
Commission, when the keepers of the restan- 
rants were called up to answer the complaint of 
over charges. Nearly all of them had sinned 
and had the calm consciousness of guilt, and 
also in their ets the cash that came from 
their over ges. Most of them pleaded 

iity when they found that several of the 

ommissioners had been the victims of their 
greed, and that there was no possible way out 
of the trouble. Some of them tried to lay the 
blame on their waiters,and said they knew 
nothing about it; but in this matter they were 
checkmated, as it was shown that, in several 
disputes, the proprietors had come forward and 
confirmed the waiters’ figures. Director-Gen- 
eral Goshorn talked to them like a Dutch uncle, 
and told them they would lose their concessions 
if they repeated their offense. They finally ex- 
cused themselves on the ground that their con- 


cessions and buildings had cost them 
a great deal of money, and _ they 
had only six months in which to make 


itup. They went out of the room as meek as 
hens that have been ht in a shower, and 
they were very profuse in their promises of 

ood behavior. To-day I took lunch at the 

merican Restaurant, and found that the prices 
had been somewhat reduced. The deduction is 
20 per cent in some instances, 25 in a few, and 15 
or 10 on a good many 2 Beer remains at 
the old figure of 10 cents; but they give an hon- 
est glasscuow, where they formerly served only 
two-thirds of a glass, and made up the balance 
in froth. 

Probably there will be little causé of complaint 
now against the restaurants, after the severe 
warning they have had. I presume the fellows 
were getting alarmed at their heavy expenses, 
and at the patronage so much less than what 
they had expected, and thought they had better 
begin to make up for their losses. Many 


people will say they were foolish to 
do so, and thus drive away customers; 
but then you can’t expect all the 


wisdom imthe world in the keeper of a transient 
restaurant. I have a pitying side for these res- 
taurant-men, but it is the same sort of pity I 
have for a man who goes into danger with his 
eyes open and then gets hurt. Their expenses 
have been so large that only the very best busi- 
ness, without cessation, can give them any profit 
on their enterprises. Yesterday I interviewed 
the mauager of the Lafayette, one of the small- 
est of the restaurants, and decidedly diminutive 
when compared with the Grand American and 
Trois Freres. He told me the cost of the La- 


fayette —— de put as follows:

Now, to save themselves from loss, they must 
make, over and above their running expenses, 
$30,000 in the six months, which 000 a 
month. As the Exhibition is not open Sun- 
days, they have only twenty-six days to the 
month, so that they must have a clear and clean 
net profit of $200 a day to get out of the busi- 
neas with a whole skin. are very much 
against them; and, in the ease of the other 
restaurateurs, they are still worse. The recent 
extortions have n noised around by the 
newspapers, so that, for the last two days, the 
restaurants have been shunned by many people, 
who bring their lunches with them. In many 
places to-day I saw couples and family-parties 
on benches or piles of boards, discussing and 
swallowing sandwiches and other edibles, which 
they had b ht tn satchels or in hand-baskets. 
They took nothing by way of drink, and were 
as happy as cats on a house-top. 

HARD ON THE WATER. 
A friend of mine tells me of a good joke on a 
ruralist.

EXPOSITION JOTTINGS. 


SEEING THE SHOW. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 18.—The more I look 
at the Exhibition, the more I wish every man, 
woman, and sensible child could see it. Chil- 
dren in arms not invited. I wrote the other 
day toa friend who had asked about the Ex- 
hibition and I said it would cost him much 
money to come. I told him, Come at all 
events, if you have to live six months on bread 
and water to make up for the expense.“ He is 
a sensible, intelligent man, and it would 
be good that all such should come 
here. To the man or woman who wants merely 
to stroll through the buildings, stare at a few 
things, and then go away, I would not extend 
any pressing invitation, but would merely say, 
Come along if you like, but you will find it 
very fatiguing, and it is a long way from here to 
the theatres, where you can be amused.“ There 
isa goodly number of such well-intentioned 
idiots; it would do them no harm to come here, 
but they wouldn’t care much about it, you 
know. I overheard a conversation the other 
day, something like this, not far from 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon: “When did you come down 
from New York?” We've been here about 
three hours and gone all through the show. 
We're going down to the theatre to the matinee, 
and go back to New York by tne6 o’clock train.”’ 
Just think of it! They could see the theatre 
any time in New York,—I won't sey it would be 
better than in this city, as I might 
thereby enrage the Philadelphians and render 
life a burden, and they came to Philadelphia to 
see the Centennial, and there spend the after- 
noon ata matinee performance! You couldn’t 
drive intelligence into some people's heads witb- 
out a hammer and a tenpenny nail. 

DELEGATIONS OF ARTISANS. 

The cable this morning informs us that the 
French Government has made an additional ap- 
propr iat ion for sending delegations of working- 
men to the American’ Centennial. The — 
been — t to see the advantage of 
their intelligent men wander our Ma- 
chinery Hall and pied ideas yee gh useful 
to France. There is no On here, as there 
was at Vienna, about copying whatever is ex- 
hibited. In Vienna you could write as much as 

ou chose; but, if — 11 to make draw- 
ngs, the guard po itely but firmly informed you 
that you couldn't doit. Here you may write or 
draw what you please, but I believe 
you are not allowed to make 
measurements. Iutelligent mnchanics, allowed 
to look at the machinery on exhibition here, will 
go away with their heads converted into regular 
ant-hills of information, and the results will be 
visible in many fresh inventions which the com- 
ing years will witness. Now, why can’t we take 
a trick from the French, and do what they have 
done? Manufacturers could, and should, send 
delegations of three, four, or half-a-dozen of 
their most intell t workmen; and I think 
they would find it to their advan to do s 
even though it cost afew hundred dollars an 
the loss of a fortnight’s time. Owners of facto- 
ries, foundries, machine-shops, tanncries, and 
mills of various kinds, would all be benefited if 
afew of their best men could come here fora 
week or two. 

I talked this morning to a member ef the 
Commission about this very matter, and he says 
it has been mentioned among the powers that 
be, and it is quite possible they may arrange for 
a reduced admission for such delegations, 
and that the railways would probably bring 
them at a single fare for a round ticket, when 
satistied that their journey was really what it 
pretended to be. I earnestly hope the sugges- 
tion will be carried out, and that we shall see 
many such delegations before the season is over 
and the Exhibition comes to an end. 

MISFORTUNES OF AN ENTHUSIAST. 

While visiting the Massachusetts building to- 
day, I heard a good story of the misfortunes of 
an eminent Bostonian who came here to attend 
the opening ceremonies. He is quite a music- 
sharp, and the particular thing he came for was 
to hear the music of the occasion. He came 
early, as soon as the were opened, and, as 
there was some time to spare, he accompanied a 
friend to the Massachusetts building to see an- 
other friend. The trio sat and talked: the min- 
utes and hours fled quickly, as they always do 
when we are pleasantly surrounded; politics, 
morals, religion, the latest Boston 8.— 
anything and everything were talked of; and 
finally the musicloving Hubite asked 
when the ceremonies would begin, as 
he was anxious to dear the open- 
ing chorus and march by Wagner. “ n! 
replied one of the friends, dou't you hear the 
bells ringing?

HOW MANTON M LE AND A. T. STEWART WERE 
ON BLACKBALLED. 

The incident at the Union League Club when 
Secretary Bristow was disgracefully blackballed 
has been magnified into under importance. It 
is a common occurrence in other clubs, and the 
incident just now recalls the experience of A. T. 
Stewart at the Union Club—many years ago. 
This Club is well known for its exclusiveness, 
which was far worse twenty years ago than now. 
Then there were numerous bickerings arising from 
the snubbing administered in the Club, by repre- 
sentatives of the first families, of candidates of 
wealth, though unknown pedigree. It was almost 
a proverb among the Union habitues in those days 
that a candidate must not only have a high-toned 
father but an undoubted grandfather as well, —in 
fact a hidalgo in the old Castilian sense. Some few 
were admitted without grandfathers, but only with 
great misgivings as to precedent. Even before this 
A. T. Stewart was a retail dry-goods dealer, and 
when his name was proposed at the Union he was 
promptly blackballed. At a later period he was 
elected, though how his pride ever forgave the in- 
sult is a mystery. Later still Manton Marble, of the 
World, was proposed and was blackballed.

THE BOIS DE BOULOGNE. 

Lucy Hooper writes from Paris to the Phila- 
delphia Telegraph: Driving in the Bois de Bou- 
logne is by no means a fatiguing exercise. Few 
persons really drive there; that is to say, but 
few explore its shady roads and picturesque 
avenues to any extent. The afternoon's 
amusement consists in making what is call- 
ed the tour du lac, as all one does 
is to crawl at a walk, up and 
down a certain stretch of road, about a quarter 
of a mile in length, extending along the west- 
ern bank of the lovely central lake. Thither 
come Queens and cocottes, Princesses and ac- 
tresses, fashionable belles and beaux, and 
beaux, and still more fashionable demi-mon- 
daines—all the gay world in Paris, in short, or at 
least every one who owns a carriage, or can hire 
one that looks like a private equipage. Slowly 
the long lines of carriages pass to and fro; 
everybody looks atyeverybody else’s toilette and 
turn-out except, perhaps, some languid belles 
that seem serenely indifferent to the outside 
world in general. The grave sergents de ville, 
placed at either end of the drive, have a 
hard time to maintain order in the 
file, while horses prance and cabmen swear 
and powdered lacqueys exchange glances 
of supreme disdain. Here, in a superb open 
landau, comes the notorious Madame Musard, 
drawn by a pair of 1 — bays that surpass 
in beauty any other horses onthe drive. Her 
toilette is elegant and striking; a polonaise 
overdress of dark red and green Scotch-plaid 
foulard, over a petticoat of brown silk velvet. 
Her hat, of black straw, is trimmed 
with glossy green and black cock's- 
feathers, and a drooping fringe of the same 
borders her black silk sun-um rella, or rather 
her large parasol. Her hair, which used to be 
ofa dark chestnut hue,is to-day yellow asa 
buttercup; it may possibly be black to-morrow 
and silver-blonde the day after. She is slender, 
graceful, and stylish-looking; a born Parisienne 
every inch of her, to all appearance, 
and yet she is of Yankee origin. Next

South American by birth, and one of the 
loveliest of Parisian belles, all in black, save for 
a wreath of scarict berries around her capote 
bonnet. She is a pale~<heeked brunette, with 
rorgeous dark eyes, fringed with long, droop- 
ng lashes. Close behind her comes the fair 
Duchess de Mouchy, the American Princess, as 
she used to be called under the Empire, the 


social chief of the Bonapartist faction 
in Paris, no longer in her first youth, 
but still handsome and winning.

singularly quiet and refined demeanor, That is 
the notorious eg vy de Lizy, one of the 
reigning queens of the evil realm to which she 
belongs. Five years ago she had scarce shoes 
to her feet; — she owns @ hotel, car- 
riages, and diamonds, and ruffles it with the 
best at Nice in the winter, and at Trouw- 
vile tn summer.

A splendid steed, mounted 
by a gentleman with a full gray beard 
and a pair of flashing dark eyes, trots rapidly 
past. The gentleman is the Duke d’Aumale, 
and his horse is his thorough-bred Arabian. 
And here comes the wickedest-looking 


woman in Paris,—Cora Pearl,—old, faded, 
haggard-looking, faultlessly dressed in a quiet 
toilette of 1 foulard, with her dyed 
ellow hair pull low on her fore- 
ead, as though to shade her hollow 
eyes. Last year she used to drive 
out in a landau drawn by two mag- 


nificent horses; that stunning equipage has been 
replaced by a plain Victoria with one ordinary 
looking steed. Sheis on the downward track, 
that is very evident. She is said to be over 
head and ears in debt, her hotel onthe Rue de 
Chaillot is mortgaged for its full value, and 
some day at no very distant period there will be 
a sale at the Hotel Drouot, and then a final dis- 
appearance of this detestable, vicious creature.

THE DE BEAUFFREMONT CASE. 

A Paris letter to the New York Times says: 
„We have not yet done with the De Beauffre- 
mont case, and to-day I have sent you the 
saddest chapter of all. When I last spoke of it 
I told you that the Court had granted the se- 
questration, but on examining into the vroperty 
of Menars it was found that it produced no 
revenues, or rather that the charges ex- 
ceeded the income by nearly 10,000 francs a 
year. This was owing to the fact that the Prin- 


cesse kept all the old servants of her mother, 
Princesse de Chimay, and had established hospi- 
tals, asylums, and schools at her own expense, 
Prince de Beauffremont demanded the seques- 
tration of this property, and its direction by a 
man appointed by the Court. This was accord- 


ed. The agent of the Princesse was forced to 
turn over the property at thecommand of the 
law. The result is shown by the following pro- 
test, which comes from Blois: 

Mewnars, April 25, 1876.—We, the undersigned, 
Mayor, adjoints, Aldermen, and chief inhabitants 
of the Commune of Menars, attest, as a matter of 

ablic notoriety, that all the inhabitants of Menars 
Rave seen with sorruw the rigorous measures taken

RINKING IN PARIS. 

The Paris correspondent of a London news- 
paper, referring tothe opening of a new rink, 
says: Unfortunately, through great misman- 
agement the Palace last night was the scene of 
one of the most disagreeable sightsI have 
witnessed in Paris for many a long day. The 


building is capable of holding 2,000 per- 
sons at the most, and the man- 
ager had issued tickets of invitation to at 
least flve or six times the number; in fact, it 
appeared as if tout Paris, including all the 
demimonde of the Boulevards, had been invited 
to attend what was announced tobe a ‘ve 
select gathering.’ The consequence of t 
at confluence of persons from all qu@pters 
can easily be imagined. The doors were 
no sooner opened than the place was cram- 
med to suffocation, and yet thousands of ladies 
and gentlemen, on foot and in con- 
tinued to arrive. The crowds outside swelled 
at every second, and everybody was eager to get 
inside. In vain the police on duty told them 
the palace was already overflowed; they pushed 
and pushed until the police could no longer 
stop them, and then the gates were broken 
down, and in rushed the excited mob 
pell-mell. But on arriving on the _ cor- 
ridor landing to the rink another crowd 
was encountered. It was impossible to get in 
or out. All the exits were invaded by the peo- 
ple, and the greatest uproar prevailed every- 
where. The building not being finished, the 
masons were still at work, aud the crowd took 
— en of their scaffolding to climb on tothe 
— 


roof an et in at the windows. Those in- 
side were opliged to get out in the same way, 
for the crowds below persisted in besiegin 

the doors. At times there was a fearfu 
crush, and ladies were carried fainting out of 
the crowd. Many persons had their arms and 
legs injured, andif no terrible catastrophe oc- 
curred it must be attributed to rare good luck. 
Inside everybody was nearly crushed or suffo- 
cated, and the greatest indignation was express-

Then there are also a great 
many Grangers in Indiana who them- 
selves or their brothers and sons 
were in the field fighting the Rebell- 
ion When Uncle Jmmr” WII aus was 
a member of the Copperhead Legislature to 
which the Indiana soldiers appealed to aid 
Gov. Morton in raising the quotaof the 
State needed to reinforce the Union armies 
in the field. These ex-soldiers remember 
that Uncle Jmur voted with the rest of 
the Copperhead majority to reject that ap- 
peal of Indiana Union Volunteers in the 
field for reinforcements, and their petition 
was sent back to them at the front. If 
these inquiries into WILLIAus“ record are to 
be kept up, his blue-jeans will not longer 
serve to conceal that his true colors are but- 
ternut, and, instead of accepting him as a 
Granger, the Indiana farmers will be liable 
to set him down as a land-pirate. 

THE 3.65 BOND SCHEME—CONTRACTING 
THE CURRENCY. 

The Democratic State Conventions in In- 
diana, Kansas, and Ohio have laid down as 
the platform of the party in those States 
that the notes of all National Banks shall be 
withdrawn, and that the Government shall 
issue in lieu thereof legal-tenders; that the 
holder of any portion of this currency can 
deliver it at the Treasury and receive there- 
for a national bond bearing 3.65 per cent 
interest in gold; or, upon a surrender of the 
bonds, may get the currency again. This is 
the platform of the whole Greenback party 
in the United States, except that part of 
them propose currency interest on the 
bonds. 

The argument employed is that such a 
currency will equalize the market; that it 
will always supply the country with money 
equal to the wants of trade; that it will 
produce an abundance of cheap loanable 
money ; that it will greatly reduce the rates 
of interest, and the notes, being a legal- 
tender in the payment of all debts, public 
and private, will alwaye be at par—with the 
8.65 bonds. 

There are, we regret to say, people who 
believe that this scheme of interconvertible 
currency and bonds will make and keep 
money abundant and interest low, Money 
is always seeking investment; the holder of 


surplus cash is always on the watch for some | 


certain, permanent, and easily-made means 
of drawing profit from his money, If the 
owner cannot use it in his own business, then 
the money ta for loan, The greenback ia at 
a large discount below gold, To purchase 
hor per cont Government gold- bonds with 
ourrency at present rates would be unpro 
ductive, The money, therefore, now finds 
ita way inte savings banks, where the do. 
ponitor receives hort per cant, or into tte 
tional or Miate banka, where the depositor ts 
allowed some interest on his balances or 
some accommodation in liew thereof, The 
bankas, in addition te thelr own eapital, lend 
out these deposita, and the money thus 
aunregeted constitutes the loanable funda uf 
the eountry, 1 

e proposed to neben the amount 
of these loanable funda by offering to every 
man whe haa #100 of apare or idle money a 
national bond at par, bearing g per cent in- 
terest in gold, This ia offered in competition 
with the savings banke aud all other banka 
and deposit institutions, The interest of- 
fered ia 4 per cent in paper value, The bond 
is a national one, and is exposed to none of 
the dangers of collapses or frauds which oo- 
oasionally attend banks. The interest is pay- 
able promptly, and the bond itself can be 
converted into currency or paid out as our 
rency without notice. As a security it is de- 
sirable. There is a thousand millions of dol- 
lars deposited in the savings banks, and a 
thousand millions in other banks, by whom 
the money is loaned to merchants, and man- 
ufacturers, and builders, with which to con- 
struct buildings, to purchase goods and ma- 
terials, pay wages, handle crops, and gener- 
ally carry on the trade, building, and produc- 
tion of the country? But now comes the 
Government into the market. It offers to the 
owners of all this money $700,000,000 of 
national bonds, bearing 3.65 per cent interest 
in gold. It offers to pay to these people, 
whose savings and surplus are now loaned to 
the banks, $25,000,000 in gold annually for 
the use of that much of their money. Docs 
any one suppose that the offer will be dis- 
regarded? Does any one believe that the 
hundreds of millions of dollars of money 
which have been lying unemployed in the 
banks since the panic, or loaned out on call 
at low rates, would not have found rapid in- 
vestment in a bond bearing 3.65 interest in 
gold? At the first symptom of the panic in 
1878 there was a general rush for the money 
in the banks, and had there been a 3.65 bond 
then available there would have been a gen- 
eral transfer of all the surplus money to these 
bonds, breaking pretty much every bank in 
the United States. 

It ought to be visible to the most ordinary 
man that every dollar taken out of the na 
tional and State banks,—savings or other 
bank,—and put into these bonds is a dollar 
withdrawn from the Wanable funds to the 
business and enterprising classes, and is 
so much currency locked up in the Treasury 
and wholly unavailable for the wants of 
trade.” Instead of increasing and making 
permanent the amount of currency needed 
to carry on the building and commarce of 


the country, the facility of converting the 
currency into bonds is the certain means of 
producing not only contraction, but an ab- 
solute stringency. The moment money 
becomes scarce, there will be a general 
demand on the banks, and the latter, de- 
prived of their deposits, must contract or 
suspend theif loans and discounts. ‘The 
wholesale merchant, unable to have the 
paper of his customers discounted, must 
stop credits; the manufacturer or build- 
er, unable to get loans to pay wages or 
purchase material, must suspend business 
and discharge his operatives; in short, 
credit will be destroyed and all things will 
be brought down to the hard-pan of cash 
payments, The currency will be locked up 
in the 3.65 bonds. 

How is the money to be got out 
of the 3.65 bonds? It must be by the 
offer of a larger interest, The larger the 
interest offered, the leas desirable and loss 
secure is the investment. Men getting 3,65 
in gold interest, free of taxes, on an invest- 
ment ef 100 paper dollars, worth 85 cents 
each, will not exchange that permanent, 
profitable, and safe investment without such 
an offer as will at once signify the hasard of 
the business, ‘There must not only be an in- 
creased rate of interest, but the rate must 
include Liberal margina to cover all possible 
peradventures and mishaps, There are in 
Chicago to-day ten dollara to be loaned on 
good security at 7 or 8 per cent to the one 
dollar that oan be obtained by an offer of 12 
or 20 per cent, for the higher the interest 
the worse the security. Speculative loans 
ceased in the panic of 1873; desperate credit 
has passed out of existence, and men now 
prefer certainty at low interest to chance at 
any price. 

The scheme of offering $25,000,000 in gold 
annually to all persons who have money for 
which they have no use in their own busi- 
ness, and to raise this $25,000,000 in gold by 
extra taxation, is the present embodiment of 
Democratic wisdom. It is a scheme to tax 
the whole people of the United States to pay 
twenty-five millions in gold interest to peo- 
ple who have unemployed and unproductive 
money. It is a scheme to draw out of the 
savings banks and other banks $700,000,000 
of money now loaned for the purposes of 
trade and lock it up in the Treasury per- 
manently. It is to produce immediate con- 
traction,—a wholesale stringency, that must 
suddenly close every bank and other loan 
office, except the pawnshops; destroy credit, 
stop every mill and mine and workshop 
which requires to borrow money, cut off the 
wages funds, annihilate trade, and bring the 
business of the country almost to a stand- 
still. And this scheme is deliberntely proposed 
by Democratic statesmen as a means to in- 
crease and make permanent a supply of 
currency equal to the wants of trade.” 
Thut the demagogues argue that when 
money is scarce the holders of these 3.65 
bonds will exchange them for greenbacks. 
The borrowing classes cannot do that, be- 
cause they will have no bonds. The mer- 
chants, builders, produce dealers, and man- 
ufacturers are borrowing from the banks— 
in the aggregate over two thousand millions. 
They will own few or no bonds; who will 
loan them the two billions of momey? The 
bondholders will not convert their safe, un- 
taxed gold-bearing consols into money to loan 
to the borrowing classes unless tempted by 
high interest and strong security, and as fast 
as any money is thus thrown into 
circulation it will find its way speedily back 
into bonds, and thus be again hoarded. 
The scheme, then, is one of most terrific con- 
traction instead of expansion; end there 
would be only one mode of relief, and that 
would be the introduction of gold and silver 
as the common currency of the country. We 
should be reduced to an exclusive metallic 
medium of exchanges, as the paper currency 
would be sucked into the Gowernment 3.65 
per cent gold bonds, and held there by the 
irresistible power of twenty-five millions of 
annual gold interest acting like the force of 
gravity on the paper mass,

EXTRADITION WITH ENGLAND. 

The thinking and candid people of En- 
gland are beginning to confess that the ro- 
fusal of their Government to surrender 
Wow without a pledge that he should 
be tried for no ottier offense than that for 
which he waa demanded, was unwarranted 
by law, and an unusual and unfair proced. 
ure under international practices, It is also 
froely admitted that the abrogation of the 
treaty, growing out of the position the Drit- 
ish Government has assumed, will be unfor- 
tunate for both countries, ‘This is the tenor 
of articles in able journala like the Meone. 
miat and Spectator ; and, though they con- 
demn the American notice of ending the ex- 
tradition treaty as the usual rashness of a 
democratic Government, they can scarcely 
deny that, in this case, it would have been 
better if the conservative monarchical Gov- 
ernment had paused for a second sober 
thought before jumping at aconclusion which 
it cannot justify under the law. 

The English case rests upon a law of Par- 
liament, passed in 1870, which contains the 
following provisions : 

(1) A fugitive criminal shall not be surrendered 
if the offense, in respect of which his surrender is 
demanded, is one of a political character, or if he 
prove to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate 
in the court before whom he is brought on habeas 
corpus, or to the Secretary of State, that the 
requisition of his surrender hae, in fact, been made 
with a view to try or punish him for an offense of a 
political character. 

(2) Afugitive criminal shall not be surrendered 
to a foreign State unless provision is made by the 
law of that State, or by arrangement, that the 
fugitive criminal shall not, until he has been 
restored or had an opportunity of returning to Her 
Majesty's dominions, be detained or tried in that 
foreign State for any offense committed prior to 
his surrender other than the extradition crime 
proved by the facts on which the surrender is 
grounded. 

It requires no very close nor learned intim- 
acy with international law to understand 
that a municipal law of England cannot, of 
itself, govern and direct the relations of that 
nation with other Governments. When the 
Parliamentary law of 1870 was cited in the 
Lawrence case by his London solicitors, the 
English State Department assumed that the 
United States Government was bound bya 
law of its own, passed in 1848, and embody- 
ing practically the same theory of extradition. 
But the error in this case arose from an 
ignorance of the fact that the United States 
law expressly excepts England, because we 
were bound by the Asnsurton treaty of 
1842 to deliver up criminals on certain 
charges without stipulating any conditions. 
Thus the United States Government took 
special pains to avoid an abrogation of the 
English treaty and a rupture with Great 
Britain on this question. Not so with the 
English Government, however, which has 
undertaken without further notice to amend 
the Asupurtow treaty by one of its local 
laws. It might reasonably have expected 
resistance in such a case, and such resistance 
is scarcely open to the charge of democratic 

The only law question involved 
is whether the law of Parliament of 1870 
repealed the existing treaties wherever 
there was a difference on any points 
concerning extradition, Setting aside the 
question of power to dd this, it was mani- 
featly not the purpose of the English law of 
1470 to make such repeal, for it excepts 
‘anything contained in this act which is in- 
consistent with the treaties referred to in the 
nota repealed,” of which the treaty with the 
United Mates is one, There is, therefore, no 
warrant in the Mnglish looal statute for mak 
ing the demand on the United Mtates which 
has been so properly resented, 

In ite examination of the aubjeet the Lon. 
don Meonomiat run a very falr statement 
of the American case when It pointe out that 
the Kngliah Government desires the Proal. 
dent af the United Atates to exeroine the leg: 
lulative funetion by the practionl abrogation 
of e treaty that required the aanetion of beth 
the President and the Menate of the United 
Miates, It funda no good anawer to this 
atatement, Nut it also questions the desira 
bility of enforcing the proposed conditions 
even in a proper and lawful way, It recalls 
the fact that during the thirty years life of 
the treaty there has never been an at 
tempt to try for political offense 
any one brought back to the United 
States on a prima facie case of crime 
included in the terms of the treaty, and it 
does not think it worth while for an imagi- 
nary case to run the risk of making the two 
countries each the refuge for the other's 
criminal classes. This is certainly a very 
sensible view of the matter, and it is 
strengthened by the reflection that a dispo- 
sition to end or modify the treaty might 
have been properly expressed in notice to 
our Government which would have received 
respectful consideration. If it was the pur- 
pose of the English Government to put an 
end to all extradition between the two coun- 
tries, it has probably succeeded, thoughin a 
very undignified and unbecoming manner. 
The end certainly does not justify the means, 
nor the means the end. We believe that the 
sentiment of this country isso enlightened 
that it will deliver up English criminals in 
any event when a prima facie case is made 
out against them ; and, if the English desire 
tomake their territory an asylum for our 
criminals, they are welcome to them if they 
will only agree never to let them return.

The good, obese old Judge, who asa 
Whig anda Republican has had his own 
opinions as to Fernanpo Woop and Fun- 
wanpo Woon’s deserts, will hardly feel com- 
plimented by the assurance that he is con- 
sidered fully acceptable to the constituency 
which elects Fzrnanpo Woop. It is not 
likely that either the Democracy or Judge 
Davis will bargain fora man acceptable to 
Fernanvo Woop.

At last a method is proposed in Congress 
by which the Pacific railroads shall be made 
to pay the interest on the Government bonds 
loaned them and provide for payment of the 
principal at maturity. That is simply what 
the companies agreed to do when the bonds, 
sixty-five millions in round numbers, were 
issued to them. Notwithstanding the dis- 
graceful and fraudulent legislation by which 
the first lien of the Government to secure 
payment was released, that still is the con- 
tract, and there ought to be means of enforc- 
ing it, instead of going ahead paying mill. 
ions more out of the Treasury to meet the 
interest on these bonds. The bill as amend. 
ed by the House Judiciary Committee pro- 
vides that the Union Pacific Road shall pay 
$750,000 a year for ten years to ‘constitute a 
sinking fund for the redemption of the 
bonds and $1,000,000 annually thereafter, 
until the entire amount be paid; also that 
the other companies shall in like manner 
pay into the United States Treasury for the 
like sinking fund in the same proportion ac- 
cording to the amount of bonds advanced 
them. This is to be in addition to the obli- 
gations imposed upon the companies under 
existing statutes, and does not release them 
from the payment of 5 per cent of their net 
earnings to meet the interest on the bonds 
issued to them.

The death of Miss Julia Marusws, late the 
head of the Opera-Bouffe troupe bearing her 
name, la announced, It took place Friday after- 
noon, at the Mullanphy Hospital, in &t, Loule, 


| Mise Matunwe will be remembered as having 


given a short season of Opera Bouffe at the 
Academy of Musa, in this city, last Mareh, 
She Was an English lady by birth, and went on 
the stage in her 7th year, at which time she 
wont to Australia, Where she remained sixteen 
years, and returned to England some nine years 
aro, s that she Was about WY years of ago at 
the time Of her decease. She at first played 
children's parta, and subsequently juvenile 
parte, on the dramatic stage,—having gone on 
the lyric stage but a few years ago. As an 
Opere-Bouffe artist, she was quite atcepta- 
ble. Her voice, while it was not very powerful, 
was very sweet and sympathetic in its quality, 
and of an almost marvelous compass, In 
“‘Girofle-Girofla,” she seemed to have a very 
high soprano voice; while, in the Duchess,“ 
she would sing tones belonging in the contralto 
register, and would run the scales for nearly 
two and a half octaves with a facility that was 
almost marvelous. Her execution of “Say to 
Him,” in the Duchess,“ was something ar- 
tistic. In England and in Australia, she had an 
excellent reputation. She is said to have been 
the original, in English, of ‘“ Girofle-Girofla,” 
„The Grand Duchess,“ and La Belle Helene,” 
and to have played the Duchess, which was 
her best character, for a hundred consecutive 
nights in London, while Mile. ScHNEIDER 
playel it in French at a rival 
theatre. Miss Marnzys' ambition was to make 
Opera-Bouffe something more refined and ar- 
tistic than what it has been for so long a time in 
France, and she succeeded in giving perform- 
ances that were good, without bringing in all 
the coarseness to which we are generally treated. 
While she was in Chicago she was taken sick 
with inflammatory rheumatism and malarial 
fever, but, rather than disappoint an audience, 
she would go through her part, even if she was 
so ill that she had to be carried to and from the 
stage. Her loss will be seriously felt in En- 
gland, where she was a prime’ favorite. Her 
agent, Mr. B. T. Jackson, will have the body 
embalmed and taken to England.

Christina Rosetti sings like a bird, in a strain 
as sweet, and careless, and perfectly tuned. 
She seems to sing from the pure joy of it, with- 
out any definite attempt to convey much mean- 
ing in her lays, but with the simple purpose of 
relieving her heart of the melody that fills it. 
There is sometimes a tone of sadness shading 
her verses, and hinting that an early blight has 
fallen upon the hopes of the minstrel; yet the 
shadow is so light and so evanescent that it 
scarcely betrays its presence ere it has departed. 
In truth, the poetry of Christina Rosetti is 
almost as objective as that of Browning, giving 
very little sign of the real personality of the 
author. In the devotional pieces, however, 
there is a sincere fervor which discloses adeeply- 
religious cast of mind. The dainty, airy grace 
which is the most striking characteristic of the 
poet is admirably portrayed in the following

Gen. Figueroa, « few days ago, with his band 
of pronunciados, captured both the freight 
and passenger trains on the Vera Crus 1 
road at a point between the stations of Cameron 
and Pass del Macho.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cc, May 21.—In an editorial in your 
paper of to-day on the city certificates I find 
many inaccuracies. 

You say the Comptroller presented a special

THE CHOPIN RECITALS. 

The ninth of Mr. Carl Wolfsohn’s Chopin re- 
citals occurred at Standard Hall last Saturday 
afternoon, the programme being as follows: 
Polonaises in C sharp minor and in E flat 
minor, op. 26, Nos. 1 and 2; four mazurkas, in 
F sharp minor, G major, G minor, and B minor; 
Tarantelle in A flat major, op. 43; and the 
Fantasie in F minor, op. 49. The polonaises are 
what might be called ‘“‘ boarding-school ” compo- 
sitions, for everybody drums them in the parlor 
and in the school. Of the numerous 
magurkas of Chopin, Mr. Wolfsohn’s, selec- 
tion of the above-mentioned four was 
an excellent one, for they Ulustrated 
satisfactorily the various styles of Chopin's 
magzurkas, each of which has such numerous 
pretty little melodies, following each other in 
rapid succeasion, which would give many s com- 
poser ampie material for writing a melodious 
concerto. The Tarantella is always sure to 
—— an audience, as Its rapid tempos are very 

ng. 

The Fantasie was the feature of the pro- 
gramme. It belongs, as we mentioned a week 
ago, to the greatest of Chopin's ey ye 
such as the Alle de Concerta la 
next Saturday,—the fourth Ballade, he 
Baccarole, which were written the latter 
period of Chopin’s life, all of which show 
greater breadth and depth than those of the 
earlier periods.

Mruwavxkes, Wis., May 18.—While the Leg- 
‘islative Investigating Committee has been busy 
with the crookedness of the Governor’s office at
